AN ACT to defray the expenses of the classes and teachers from
the Institutes of the Blind and the Deaf and Dumb.

The people of the state of Waisconsin, repre;sented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEctioN 1. 'I'he secretary of state is hereby author- secretary o
ized and required to audit all accounts and bills for it o sdit
expenses of the classes from the Institutes of the
Blind and the Deaf and Dumb, in visiting Madison
at the request of the legislature, and to issue warrants
on the treasury therefor: provided, all such,bills shall
be certified to as correct either by the superintendent
of public property or the committee of the legislature
appointed on reception.

SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated out of Appropriation. .
any money in the treasury belonging to the gen-
eral fund, not otherwise appropriawf a sum sufficient
to carry- out the provisions of section -one of this act.
